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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Non-Final rejection is responsive to the RCE filed on 3/1 1/2009. 

2. In the continuation claims 11, 15 and 19 remain pending. Claims 12-14, 16-18 and 20-22 are canceled. Claims 11, 15 
and 19 arc the independenl claims. 

Withdrawn Rejections 

3. The35U.S.C. 103(a) rejections of claims 11, 13-15, 17-19 and 21-22 with cited references of Darugar (U.S. Pub 
2003/0018661) in view of Vedula (U.S. 6,823,495) has been withdrawn in light of the amendment. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 

this section made in this Office action: 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the in\ ention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

5. Claims 1 1, 15 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Lee (U.S. 6,480,865, published Nov. 
12, 2002). 

Regarding Independent claims 11, 15 and 19, Lee discloses A computer-implemented method comprising: 
converting first XML data into second XML data having a different shape (column 3, lines 45-67, wherein 
transformation a is performed on a first and second XML data to allow for example transformation of portions of the 
original xml data); comerting the second XML data to JAVA data (see column 5, lines 1 -30, wherein XML is 
converted to Java as disclosed in Fig 1); wherein the second XML data has the same shape as the Java data, such that 
the second XML data and Java data are laid out and structured in the same way (see column 2, lines 25-67, wherein the 
XML data has the same structure and layout as the Java objects) : w herein the comcrsion of the first XML data to 
second XML data is done using XQuery; and wherein the eonvcrsi oru if the second XIV 1 L data to JAVA data uses a 
query engine ( column 6, lines 1-25, wherein a query language is used to transform the objects thru the DXMLJ 
processor).
